LONDON, May 17.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The closing days of the drama 
at Mafeking have been marked by in- 
tensity of dramatic interest, as unex- 
pected as it is out of proportion with 
the forces engaged. The news that the 
half-famished garrison was not only 
able to repel an atteck, but to inflict 
such heavy loss in killed and prison- 
ers as reported in a dispatch from Cape 
Town announcing the capture of Com- 
mandant Eloff, the grandson of Presi- 
dent Kruger, and ninety of his men, 
makes Great Britain more than ever 
proud of Col. Baden-Powell’s little 
band, and increased the national desire 
for their relief to a fever pitch. 

Lord Roberts and his large army at 
Kroonstadt, and Gen. Buller’s thou- 
sands forging over the Biggarsberg 
range, are almost entirely forgotten. 
Every one is thinking or talking of 
Mafeking, and the latest exploits of 
its defenders. The rumors continue rife 
that the relief of the place has been 
accomplished, but all official confirma- 
tion of the reports was lacking at 1 
o'clock this afternoon. There was con- 
siderable speculation as to what Col. 
Baden-Powell would do with his ninety 
prisoners, and whether the victory h 
not so depleted his force as to render 
him open to annihilation in the event 
of another attack by the superior Boer 
numbers. But Lorenzo Marques already 
hears rumors that these have been cut 
off by the relieving column, and, ac- 
cording to the general belief, news of 
the termination of the desperate strug- 
gle between the besieged and besiegers 
must reach England before tomorrow.

He has also 
made a collection of all of the fibers of 
the country, among them the cele- 
brated one from which manila rope is 
made. This fiber, he says, ts not hemp 
at all, but comes from a species of 
banana peculiar to the Philippines. 
Next to the hard woods these fibers will 
be of great commercial value.

gave us our independence without suz- 


erainty. The question was not dis- 
puted until after the Jameson raid. 
We have tried to have all of our dis- 
putes arbitrated. This has been refused 
by Mr. Chamberlain and Sir atrred 
Milner. We are gratified at the way 
America has subscribed for the widows 
and orphans of the Boers. We want to 
prevent the making of more widows 
and orphans by dumdum bullets or 
otherwise.” 

“Before you leave,” sald Mayor Van 
Wyck, “I want to express to you my 
sincere sorrow at the death of Gen 
Joubert. I knew him when he visited 
this country. and he told me about the 
previous trouble. I hope you will convey 
to hie widow my deep sorrow.

XV.—LANDSCAPE PHOTOGRAPHY. 


BY F. DUNDAS TODD. 


Landscapes, after all, form the 
steady diet of the amateur photogra- 
pher, and eu must be gaid that in this 
branch of the art the amateur is aheud 
of the professional. But it must not be 
supposed for one moment that all am- 
ateure make better landscape pictures 
than do professionals, but a few ama- 
teurs do make really fine work and 
there is nothing to prevent the many 
succeeding as well as do the few.

Com- 
position is but the skeleton, the frame- 
work; lighting is the flesh and pbiood 
of a picture. 

In portraiture it was compartively 
easy to take a scheme of lighting that 
was admirably fitted to bring out all 
the detail and character in a face and 
to ehow how it could be secured. But 
in landscape it is different. Here we 
are more anxious to get effects than 
facts, and the best effect for a certain 
combination of facts is largely a mat- 
ter of judgment and educated taste. 
One of the most successful amateurs 
in this country today once asked me 
for an expeditious method of learning 
all about landecape lighting, and I 
advised him to select a good scene and 
to photograph it every hour of the 
day from 8 am. to 6 p.m. He swal- 
lowed the prescription, and he ae-

Lawyer Finds Missing Heir oss

Iron Worker Had Just Planged to His 
Death from a Scaffold. 


{A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, May 17.—While a lawyer 
who had come from Colorado was 
hunting yesterday for Henry Thale, an 
iron worker who had been employed 
on the new Western Electric building, 
to inform him that he had fallen heir 
to the property of an uncle who had 
died in Colorado, leaving the iron 
worker an estate valued at $100,000, the 
mangled body of the beneficiary was 
being taken to the County Morgue in 
a patrol wagon. 

Thale and W. C. Kestler, fellow- 
workmen, were on a scaffold swung de- 
tween wings of the bullding, seventy- 
five feet from the ground. The men 
had just lifted a heavy piece of tron, 
and were carrying their burden across 
a plank joining two of the swinging 
scaffolds when Thale lost his footing. 

With a cry which caused Kestler, 
whose back was toward Thale, to drop 
his end of the iron and clutch the ropes 
of the swaying platform, Thale 
plunged to his death. When the un- 
fortunate man's body was picked up 
by workmen who had heard the ery 
and rushed to the scene, life was ex- 
tinct. 


Just as willing hands lifted the man- 
gied body into a waiting patrol wagon 
a tall stranger pushed his way through 
the little knot of workmen. 

“Can any one tell me if Henry Thale 
works here?” he inquired. 

One of the workmen pointed to the 
form being lifted into the patrol 


wagon. 
That's him,” he said, as he doffed 
his hat. 


The stranger showed considerable 
feeling, as he asked questions in order 
to be certain regarding Thale's identity. 

He then told the men that he haa come 
to tell the workman of the fortune 
awalting him. 

Thale had been employed on the 
building only three weeks. He haa 
relatives in Helena, Mont., and Johns-

Influence of Pollen. 

J. WEBBER describes some ex- 

periments in which the color and 

®-nhemical constitution of corn were 
changed as the result of the immedi- 
ate influence of pollen. In one case, 
sweet corn, the strain of which had 
been kept pure for three generations, 
when crossed with yellow dent corn 
produced ears having smooth. yellow 
dent kernels, with starchy endosperm

POULTRY. 
Sources of Egg Production. 


NY one having an intimate know!- 

edge of chemistry, combined with 

practical poultry-keeping experi- 
ence, knows that an egg is composed 
mostly of water, and also that for six 
months of the year a hen secures about 
one-half the food she consumes from 
grass bugs, weed seeds and other mate- 
rials. One hundred pounds of grain 
fed from the bin combined with such 
other food is ample for the production 
of 200 eggs in a year—and what is 
still more to the point, there are many 
farms where some of the hens are now 
laying over 200 eggs by actual count. 
Trap nests are fast making it possibile 
for poultrymen to keep accurate ac- 
count of individual egg production; 
and while a few iightheads may be 
tempted to exaggerate, still there are 
fanciers and writers whose reputations 
cannot be assailed. 

It is nothing unusual for an extra
